This bill says “there must Le no sand 
put in fertilizers.” Certainly, the acid 
phosphate made from this rock will 
contain all the sand contained in the 
rock. 

This bill says that the farmer can- 
not buy in the open market any more 
g—_8—-2, 10—-2—-2, 9—-2—-3,, etCc., goods, 
the kind and grade they have been 
using for certain crops and on special 
soils all their lives. The farmer must 
buy the highest grade goods that can 
be made, and put himself up a “little 
fertilizer factory’ at home and ma- 
nipulate his goods after buying them 
from the fertilizer manufacturer, The 
extra expense and labor requlred, and 
the fact that in his crude way, it 
would be imposstble for him to uni- 
formly mix his goods with his own 
filler, do you not think it would be 
cheaper to pay the very small addil- 
tional freight on the filler put in by 
the manufacturer, knowing at the 
same time that all the materials that 
entered into the .composition of his 
fertilizer had been thoroughly and 
uniformly mixed 

do not believe that the majority 
of farmers want or need such a Dill 
passed. If farmers had been so anx- 
jous to “cut out” the filler business, 
they would long ago have bought the 
highest. grade of fertilizers made, and 
that could be made with the materials 
at the manufacturers disposal. Look 
at the records, and see if there 
three times as much 10—2—2 
bought by farmers than any othe 
grade. They know that a 10—4—4 
goods contains much less filler than a 
10-—-2—-2 goods, and it does seem that 
with these facts before them, if they 
desired this radical change, they would 
have demanded it by buying the high- 
est grade fertilizers on the market. 

I believe the time has come when 
our legislative bodies would do the 
country vastly more good if they 
would confine themselves to legislat- 
ing against erooks and dishonest 
manufacturers, and do all they can to 
aid and encourage the honest ones.

ELECTION IN COWETA 
ON BONDS FOR ROADS 


Newnan, Ga., July 14.—(Spectal.)— 

At a meeting of the county commis- 
sjoners an election was ordered for 
Wednesday, August 21, to permit the 
qualified voters to pass upon the ques- 
tion of issuing thirty-year bonds in 
the sum of $300,000 for the purpose of 
building and improving the pubdlic 
roads of the county. 
Coweta has already a good system 
of roads, the result of several years’ 
with convict labor under the super- 
vision of a road expert, but progress 
this plan has been necessarily 
slow and expensive, and it is now pro- 
posed to do the work upon a more 
extensive and comprehensive scale.

VALDOSTA COUNCIL ROWS

Valdosta, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)—

As originally passed the or- 
dinance provided for a fee of 50c for 
each head of cattle, and 20c for each 
hog or sheep inspected, the owner to 
pay the fee. A Kick was made by the 
meat men and the council then agreed 
to m2ke the fees one-half the original 
amount, It was expected by the healt) 
committee of council tnat this reduc- 
tion would be satisfactory and that 
it would be accepted by the market 
men. The latter declined to see it that 
way, however, and determined yester- 
day to fight the matter. They have em- 
ploved an attorney and will resist the 
payment of feeg in the courts. Just 
what action the city council will take 
not known, but it is probable that 
a meeting to deal with the matter will 
be called within a few days. The city 
inspector is paid a-:salary, and the 
Muispection fees go into the city treas- 
ury.
